ferve here, and therefgre to be difcourag’d 
is Nonfence ; we muft have Spain out of 
French Hands and French Yofluence, of this 
War cannotbe ended ; we muft have Spaiz, 
or France muft have Spain and (is too. 

But why muft Spain be ail loft at once? 
The firft Confternation of a loft Battle is ge- 
nerally great, but King Charles bas a great 
many bm Towns ftill in his keeping, and 
good Garrifons in them, and if the defend- 
jog chefe Towns can but keep off the Enemy, 
till a new Recruit can be fear him, if he has 
nothing left but Barcelona and Gibraltar, Bs 
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is but where he was laft Year, and the 
Work is only put back a little. 

Aad Icome tothe Article of Succours 3 I 
cannot but add the only Plisfortune of that 
Spanifo Affair has been, that having all along 
been poffefs’d of the Readinefs ofthe People 
in Spein to revolt, and of the powerful Af- 
fiftance of the Portuguefe; we have fent but 
{mall Numbers of Men at a Time, who be- 
ing afterwards difappointed of thofe Ex- 
pedtations, have dwindled away by Sick- 
nefs, hard Duty, and the Sword of the Ene- 
thy—And then the Diftance of Place be- 
ing added, the Impoflibiliey offending Su 
plies in Time has facrific’d the Handfuls le 
there. 

And thus when Barcelona was taken, tad 
it not been a Miracle of GOD’s Providence, 
that Attempt had mifcarry’d,the Force with- 
in being almoft as great asthe Force with- 
out—When it was reliev’d, had the Enemy 
not loft a great Number of their Meg by 
the vigorous Befence of the Garrifop, or had 
ehey had bur 12@r 15@00 Men.to have fy; 
ported their Army, ic had been certainly 
taken, notwithRanding thofe Succours. 

After it was taken, ’tis true, they had 
Strength enough to to relieve the City, and 

‘totakea Province ortwo, but when they 

come to have large Cities to maintaia, and 
needful Strength to garrifon,the few Troops 
they had were notable to do anything, and 
eveo whén joym'd with the Porsuguefe Ar- 
my, they could not maintata their Ground 
again chat fame Army which Hadc: fled 
trom them with fo much Difgraece at tHe 
Siege at Bzrcelont, The Reafon 35 plain, 
having agreat Country tokeep, a great ma- 
ny Towns co deferd, and large Garrifdns ¢o 
he lefc in Barcelova, Yorto[a, Valentiz, AlNeant, 
Dorea, Gironne, Leridz, andabundance of 6- 
ther finall Places; thefe fo diminitted eheir 
. Troops far the Field, and thele things added 
ro the Sicknefg of the Sutdiers, accafion’d by 
fhelr ufual i. Government of themfelves ; 
bad noc the Army ucder the Earl of Rivers 
heen fenz to them, “tis apparent, how wed 
they had been. . 

Tknow, there are Complaints of the Ab- 
fence of the Forces with King Cézries in 
Barcelona; bur when I remember, that he 
found that Province juft going to be inva- 


ded from the fide of Barcelona, methinks it 
could not be well expeted, that both for 
the Guard of his Perfon and Defence of that 
whole Province, he fhonid haye lefs than 14 
Battalions and 28 Squadrons: J therefore 
make this Inference, that it was not the 
Miftake of keeping away the Troops from 
the Army, as that the Troops in the Ge- 
neral were too few for the Work likely to be 
cutout to them this Summer. 

And J cannot but add,that tho’ this Battle 
had not been fought,I do not fee how it had 
been poffible,for the Confederates in Spain to 
have maintain’d themfe}ves-there this Sum. 
mer,without.yery large Supplies 5 the French 
and Spaniardshaving prepar'd five Armies to 
aé upon them, and which muft fo have fur- 
rounded them, that they would have infen- 
fibly been.torn to pieces, afew and a few 
at a Time, as in feveral Inftances they had 

een already the Jaft Campaign. 

The Duke of Orleance, he was preparing 
to invade Arragon, the Duke de Noailes was 
to eater Caralonia by way of Roaflon s two 
{mafl Atmieson the Frontiers of Porrugal, 
and the Duke of Berwick at the Head of 
32000 Men in the Field to face their main 
Body ; how the handful of Men we had 
there <euld keepthe Field, and at the fame 
time keep all thofe Garrifons, feems to be 
very hard tobe refolv’ds and I‘fee no Re- 
medy they had, but either to abandon their 
Conquefis, te.draw the Forces into the Field, 
or keeping their Girrifons be cut off ene 


by one. without Relief. 


T have thetefore, uron the whole, more 
Hopes of:this War; now 1 hear, that the 
Allies have refolv’d to fend 20000 Men tbi- 
ther, thy’ chis Battle has been fought, than 
I-had before, when ouc Troops were not 
broken: chis Lofs, tho’ ic bea tatal one in 
its kind, is yet uleful io this, that it may a- 
waken the Confederares tq irt them knew, 
that this War is net to b.. carry’d on with 
forall Detachmests, but with large Armies. 

What the Emperer can fay for himfelf, 
Who can fo eatily fend King Charles 8 or 
80000 Root by Sea from Piedmont, the Con- 
federate Fleet being Mafters of the Sea on 
thatfides why he fhould soc immediately do 
it, Father than butie himfelf in the Redu- 
étion of Naples,2 thing that muft fa) of courfe 

to 
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to the Conqueror: What I fay, he can fay to 
éxcufe that Piece of tnaccowatable Blind- 
pels, ] cannot imagine. 

Or which, Fam of the Opinion, is one of 
the beft Steps could be caken, if the Empe-. 
ror would fendaway immediately 2000 Im- 
perial Horfe—-The Men, 1 mean, and Horfes 
would be furnifh’d with Eafe in Spain, and 
the Morfes they had, be foon remeunted 
with Troopers in Jraly. Thefe, with but 
three Imperial Regiments of Foot fent juft 
at this Time to revive the Spirits of the 
brave Remnant, that are yet lef, tilla 
compleat Army of 18 or 20000 Mem being 
fhip’t from Britain and Holland could arrive ; 
thefe would foon put my Lord Gakoway in 
the Fieldagain, and I fhould perfwade my 
felf, they would foon retrieve the Honour 
loft at Almanza, and prevent che fo much 
dreaded Lofs of Spain. 

If the Emperor cannot do this, then I muft 
think the Battle of Turi very ill improv’d, 
and that the French are not fo weak on that 
fide, as has been: reprefented ; That the 
quitting Lombardy by the French has had the 
Effect I expe&ted, viz. To ftrengthen the 
French Army in the Field, and take up the

which if ic-does, foas-to-difabie them from 
pufhing onthe grand Affaic againft France, 
the main End of all the Expence on that fide. 
is loft, and our affifting the Duke of Savoy 
and Prince Eugene there with Money in 
large Sums, with Aeffian, Pruffian, and Pa 
latinate Troops, is a!) to no Purpofes for 
the Confederates pufhing Matters there at 
that Expence, does not terminate, nor did 
notmeerly mean to give the Emperor:Mi- 
Jain and Mantua, and-help him to crufhthe 
Princes of Jraly: But to weaken French Po- 
wer, to break the Hold France had there, 
and delivering the Duke of Savoy, put him 
in a Pofture in Conjunétion with the Em- 
_perer, to pufh the Frénch aod make a po 
werful Diverfion; if then the takiog of all 
thofe frong Towns fromthe French, obliges 


ow the Imperialifts to employ their Armies.

And the Coafequence of this is very ei 
fible, ita Lift of tie French Army in 2 Ev 
peinced in the Daily-Courant of Zune 6tb, be 
joft, ia whicn the French Army-on chat fide 
appears after all their Detactiments to the 
Rhine and Raufillion, and fome Horfe to 
Flanders, appears td be 82 Battalions of 
Foot,and 39 Squadrons 5 and why is this, be- 
caufe they have now no Towns to defend 5 
Suza and Pignerot are the only Places they 
have Garrifons, and their keeping fo fmall 
a Force as 39 Squadrons to {uch.an Jafantry, 
implies plainly ey defign to ad defen- 
fively in the Paffes of the Mountains, where 
the Horfe cannot be fo ufeful as in the Field. 

In all thefe Matters, I confefS, the French 
take their Meafures fo juftly, that their 
Prudence is to be admired equally with 
their Diligence, and both together ferve to. 
tellus, by what Methods they have fo won- 
derfully recoyer’d their Troops after fuch 
terrible Loffes, as they fuffer’d the laft 
Year ; Loffes chat no Government, no Em- 
pire in the World but that, could fuRain, 
and haye remaia’d.a Government 5. Loffes 
that would have reduc’d the Rowan Bapire 
in its greaceft Glory. 

And what if I fhonld fay there is a Piece 
of Juftice due here to King Charles, who 
hasa Right to demand Help from Jtgly, for 
Milain is his own proper Dominion as 
of Spain, and tho’ it be recover’d from 
France by the Emperor, it is recover’d in 
the Name of the King of Spzin—__—The 
Troops of Milain fepararely are, at leaftas 
France bad. madell’d them, at leaft' 12900 
Men, which are paid and maiatain’d by che 
State of Mikim Now Milain being fecu- 
red by Piedmont asa Barrier on one hand, 
the Griffons and Swifs onthe other, 1 cannot 
think, why they fhould deny him 6 or 8000 
Men of his own Subjeéts, and not weakes 
their Army toany Degree. dangerous co the

that they may be fpar'd— 1 thafl fay nothing 
to it here, we have yet no Advices from 
thence, fince the News of the Battle of AI- 
manze ; bad I can by no means perfwade my 
felf, to believe, the ImperialCouncils fo infa- 
tuate, as to make that needlefs Attempt at 
fuch 4 Time as this, whea the Fate and For- 
tiines of the Houle of Auftria lie at Stake 5 
when the Hopes of the very Kingdom, for 
which the War was begun, lie bleeding, and 
call him for Help. : 

If it fhould happen fo, and fo much Blind- 
nefs fhould poffefs the People at Viensa, I 
‘muff own, | fhall have lefs Hopes of the E- 
vent of this War on that fide, than ever I 
had yet; and hall not be backward to f peak 
very freely, what I have hitherto blam’d 
others from being too forward in; but I shall 
adjourn my Thoughts of this, till the News 
From thence comes, which hope will bring 
ws abetter Account of it.
